A power failure caused 
the emission ‘and the 
company paid contract 
cleaners to clean up 50 
homes in the Watson 
Court/Chifley Avenue 
area which were hit by 
soot fallout, 


Another Millers Road 
company, Australian Car- 
bon Black Pty, Ltd., has 
been asked to show cause 
why it should not be 
prosecuted following 
emissions of black parti- 
culate matter — which- 
emanated from its pre- 
mises on or about Jan- 
uary 25 and February 2, 
3, 4, 5, 6 and 7 this 
year, 


would swear that certain 
Altona companies were 
not doing enough to alle- 
viate the pollution prob- 
lem.

said: “Whilst the com- 
pany is disturbed that 
council believes we have 
been responsible for the 
complaints it has re- 
ceived, we welcome coun- 
cil’s action in engaging a 
specialist consultant. 

“We feel this will bring 
objectivity into the mat- 
ter and verify that the 
company is still operating 
well within the limits 
prescribed by the rele- 
vant regulations. 

“Our long standing 
pledge of ensuring that 
we operate our ‘plant as 
responsible “neighbors 
still applies. 

“Tf it is ever establish- 
ed that we may have 
contravened an act or 
community standard, we 
will continue to co-oper- 
ate in every way with 
the council and resi
